Stockholm Expensive 
But A Treat 

STOCKHOLM - This city has 
a kind of fatal fascination for many 
people. 

It’s a handsome city inhabited by 
handsome people. The cost of living 
is high, though, and a stay there I 
in a hotel can be expensive unless 
you follow certain basic rules which 
are adhered to even by permanent 
residents. 

For example if you are going to 
eat out, choose a restaurant in a 
quiet side street rather than on the 
main thoroughfare. It is wise also, 
especially if you are operating on a 
tight budget, to have only a main 
course and to avoid side dishes, 
numerous glasses of wine and other 
extras. These tend to mount up 
alarmingly. 

SMORGASBORD 

Of course, you should try the 
world famous Smorgasbord and one 
recommendation here is the table 
at Solliden restaurant which is part 
of an open-air museum at Skansen. 
You can reach Skansen on a No. 7 
streetcar from Stureplan and you 
should aim to devote an entire day 
of your stay to this natural park 
which celebrates its 78th anniver¬ 
sary this year. 

Described as “Sweden in a Nut¬ 
shell,” Skansen is spread over 75 
acres and contains more than 100 
buildings from all over the country 
representing various periods in 
Swedish history. There is also a 
compact zoological garden and, dur¬ 
ing the summer, free open-air en¬ 
tertainment daily with folk-dancing 
in the evenings. 

AMUSEMENT PARK 

Almost across the road from Skan¬ 
sen next door to Grona Lund, a 
splendid amusement park, you will 
find a comparatively new tourist 
attraction, the warship Wasa which 
was discovered in 1956 and sal¬ 
vaged in 1961. An enormous ship, 
the Wasa sank in Stockholm harbor 
during her maiden voyage in 1628. 

In complete contrast, Grona Lund 
is a wild, extroverted sort of place 
where-you can pass the time of day 
or night dancing in the open-air, 
playing the fruit machines or just 
watching the passing show. 

Above all, you should go for a 
ride on the incredible “passenger 
tower” which silently screws itself 
up to a lofty 300 feet above Stock¬ 
holm. From the top, as you revolve 
around, you can see the entire city 
and all the small islands that sur-

round it. A city on water — a proud 
settlement of red brick and green 
roofs and the occasional daring sky¬ 
scraper. 

A tour of the waterways is a be¬ 
guiling way to discover the real 
Stockholm and modern boats are 
available throughout the city for 
short trips. Close to the Grand Hotel 
is a popular starting point. Numer¬ 
ous coach tours are operated daily 
and there is even a three-hour trip 
which aims to show “The Stock¬ 
holmer of today and life in the 
city.” 

Another scheme organized by the 
Swedish Tourist Traffic Association 
and known as “Sweden at Home” 
enables serious-minded tourists to 
make personal contact with Swedish 
people with similar backgrounds. 

Thumbing through one of the ex¬ 
cellent brochures produced by the 
Stockholm Tourist Association, you 
will soon realize that however long 
your stay in the city, there will al¬ 
ways be somthing of interest to pass 
the time. 

40 MUSEUMS 

For rainy daiys there are more 
than 40 museums — mostly with 
free admittance — ranging from the 
Dance Art Museum at Opera to the 
Tramway Museum whcih is reach¬ 
ed from Platform 10 at Odengatan 
subway station. 

The major department stores are 
a must and there can be few other 
countries in the world where the 
choice of a gift to take home is 
such a simple matter.
